Americans face further erosion 
of their standard of living, 
higher unemployment and per­ 
petually higher energy costs. 
President Ford’s economic re­ 
port to Congress said today. 
"The American economy was 
built on the basis of low-cost 
energy ... this era has now 
come to an end," Ford said in a 
m essag e a c c o m p an y in g the 
report. 
The report also said the d e­ 
cline in the nation's economy 
was so steep in the fourth quar­ 
ter of last year that the admin­ 
istration cannot p rom ise a 
quick rebound in the nation's 
economy this year. 
But the President’s Council of 
Economic Advisers, which pre­ 
pared the report, still expects 
the economy will "move on to 
the road to recovery" in the 
second half of 1975, following 
another steep decline with high 
unemployment 
and 
high 
in­ 
flation in the first half 
"The most pressing concern 
of policy is to halt the decline in 
production and employment so 
that growth of output can re­ 
sum e and unemployment can 
be reduced." they said. 
But the report left no doubt 
that the Ford administration 
has given up hope of bringing 
world oil prices anywhere near 
the 
lower prices of just 
18 
months ago. In lact. Ford said 
most domestic oil is at "arti­ 
ficially low prices" that must 
be raised 
His advisers said som e pro­ 
tection must be established to 
k eep d o m e stic 
p rices high 
enough 
to 
protect 
new 
in­ 
vestment in othTr costly energy 
sources. 
T he consequences of the 
higher energy prices w ill mean 
further 
hard sh ip 
for 
Americans, the report said. 
"A reduction in standards of 
living and p otential output 
compared to what we would 
otherwise enjoy is inevitable 
the report said, although it 
added that the economic and 
energy program is designed to 
hold such effects to a minimum, 
Like Ford’s $349 billion fiscal 
1976 budget that was submitted 
to Congress Monday, the 384- 
page economic report painted a 
gloomy outlook for the econo­ 
my. 
Ford, who refused to recog­ 
nize the economy was in a re­ 
cession until two months ago. 
said in the first words of his 
m essage, "The economy is in a 
severe 
recession. 
Unemploy­ 
ment is too high and will rise 
higher." 
Unemployment is expected to 
rise to an average 8 per cent in 
1975, up from an average 5 6 per 
cent in 1974 Ford said despite 


this, the nation must live with 
higher unemployment than it 
would 
like 
because 
of 
the 
danger of inflation 
"It is vital that we look be­ 
yond the unemployment prob 
lem to the need to achieve a 
reduction in inflation not only in 
1975 but also in 1976 and be­ 
yond,” Ford said.

—A decline in real economic 
output. — as measured by the 
Gross National Product — of 
about 3 per cent on top of the 2.2 
per cent decline last year. 
-—Inflation, as measured by 
the GNP, of 11 per cent, a l­ 
though declining from a mid­ 
year high to a rate of about 7 
per cent in the fourth quarter. 
—A

plants and equipment of about 9 
per cent, which was a lowering 
of investment projections made 
only last month 
—A pickup in the housing in­ 
dustry to an annual construc­ 
tion rate of 1.6 million to 1.7 
million units by the final quar­ 
ter of the year, compared with 
a current construction rate of 
about 900,000 units. 
—A substantial increase in 
real income of Americans in the 
second half of the year, fol­ 
lowing a 2.5 per cent decline in 
1974. the first full-year decline 
since 1947.

A s Accurate As Flip o f Coin ' 
Forecasts of Economic 
Adivsers Downgraded 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Past 
forecasts by the presidential 
Council of Economic Advisers 
have been overly optimistic 
and, in the inflation category, 
no more accurate than if they 
had flipped a coin, says a 
prominent economist 
The conclusion by Geoffrey 
H. Moore in the latest economic 
newsletter of Morgan Guaranty 
Bank of New York cam e prior 
to the Council of Economic Ad­ 
visers’ 
most dismal official 
forecast ever Monday. 
But Moore’s review of the 
forecasts since the first in 1962 
adds perspective to the CEA’s 
latest forecast of 10.8 per cent 
inflation and a 3.3 per cent drop 
in the total output of goods and 
services, 
or Gross 
National 
Product, after adjustment for 
inflation 
Moore is the top research of­ 
ficial 
for 
the 
prestigious 
National Bureau of Economic 
Research and formerly headed 
the governm ent’s Bureau of 
Labor Statistics 
His study showed that the 
p red ic ted drop in deflated 
Gross National Product, or real 
GNP, for this year was the first 
such forecast that proved accu­ 
rate. When real GNP dipped 
•four-tenths of 1 per cent in 1970 
the President’s advisers had 
predicted 1.3 per cent growth 


Last year's projection was for 1 
per cent growth, 
but GNP 
dropped 2.2 per cent. 


In all, the advisers predicted 
more growth in real GNP than 
was achieved in eight of the 13 
years. Generally, the advisers 
could have come nearly as 
close by simply projecting the 
previous y ear’s growth over 
one more year, Moore said. 


But he found the most sub­ 
stantial errors in predicting the 
economic statistic which has 
the biggest impact on shoppers' 
pocketbooks: inflation. 
In only four of the 13 years did 
the panel correctly forecast 
clearly whether the pace of in­ 
flation would quicken or slow. 
"One could do as well by toss­ 
ing a coin." said Moore. 
In only three years did the 
advisers overestimate the rate 
of inflation. And the last two 
years set successive records for 
the margin of error. Last y ea r’s

points. The 1973 projection of 3 
per cent inflation missed by 2.3

In all cases the inflation fig­

GRESHAM, Wis. (AP) — In­ 
dians 
claim 
victory 
even 
though members of the Men­ 
ominee Warrior Society were 
taken in handcuffs to the Sha­ 
wano County jail after ending a 
34-day arm ed take-over of a re­ 
ligious estate. 
A crowd of more than 100 
sympathizers filled air with 
victory chants and drum beats 
Monday night as the band of 39 
Menominee Indians arrived at 
the jail in nearby Shawano. 
The society’s members had 
agreed to surrender as a condi­ 
tion of an settlement under 
which the unused former Ale­ 
xia n Brothers novitiate they 
seized at gunpoint Jan. 1 would 
be deeded to the Menominee 
tribe. 
Sheriff Robert A. Montour 
and Dist. Atty. Richard J. Sta- 
delman said the group included 
15 men, 15 women and nine ju ­ 
veniles. They said members of 
the group had been charged 
with criminal trespass to a 
dwelling as parties to a crime 
and disorderly conduct. 
They also said other charges 
are being considered. 
The society’s attorney, Rob­ 
ert R. Bryan, said he would 
seek amnesty. 
“ We had 
to surrender at 
Wounded Knee,” a teen-age girl 
spectator said of the 71-day, 
1973 South Dakota siege. “This 
one is a victory.” 
Dennis Banks, executive di­ 
rector of the American Indian 
Movement, said the agreem ent 
and the society’s motto, “Deed 
or 
D e a th ,” 
was 
a 
m oral 
triumph for all tribes seeking 
com pensation for a n c e s tra l 
lands lost under treaties. 
The Alexian Brothers, a Ro­ 
man Catholic order based in 
Chicago, ceased using the es­ 
tate’s sandstone mansion 
in 
1968 and had been trying for 
more than a year to sell it to 
Indians. 
The order originally asked 
$750,000. But 
the agreem ent 
calls for the Menominee simply 
to provide a “ fair” but unspeci­ 
fied cash reimbursement. 
The Menominee, about 2,300 
of whom live in nearby Men­ 
ominee County, want the estate 
as a health, recreation and 
schooling facility. The takeover 
had magnified divisions bet­ 
ween the Menominee and some 
of their Shawano County white 
neighbors.

WASHINGTON ( A P ) - C o m ­ 
mon Cause, the citizens group 
which played a large role in 
overhauling Congress, is turn­ 
ing its aim toward the White 
House and the executive branch 
for its next reform efforts. 
“The congressional reform 
agenda is just about completed, 
and we’re going to turn to the 
ex ecu tiv e 
b ran c h 
very 
strongly, 
very 
s tro n g ly ,” 
Common Cause Chairman John 
W. G ardner said 
in an in­ 
terview. 
Gardner says the campaign 
will not try to weaken the pres­ 
idency but is based on the rec­ 
ognition that modern times de­ 
mand a strong chief executive, 
who must be held accountable 
because of his power. 
“The whole executive branch 
is seriously in need of atten­ 
tion,” G ardner said. “This in­ 
cludes not only the presidency, 
but regulatory agencies, the 
whole issue of waste in govern­ 
ment. the whole question of 
awarding grants and contracts, 
the way our tax money flows 
through the executive branch 
and is influenced by lobbying.” 
A 
tw o-pronged 
Com m on 
Cause attack will monitor the 
functions of the executive 
branch and publicize the organ­ 
ization’s findings and secondly, 
examine the method in which 
presidents are elected.

Dear Dr. Lamb — I have 
hypoglycemia 
and 
would 
greatly appreciate any in­ 
formation you could send me 
about it. My oldest brother is a 
diabetic. 
My endocrinologist 
has me on a 1000-calorie high 
protein diet. 


Dear Reader — The 
in­ 
teresting thing about your 
diagnosis 
is 
your brother’s 
d i a b e t e s . 
S o m e t i m e s 
hypoglycem ia 
(low 
blood 
sugar) precedes the develop­ 
ment of diabetes (high blood 
sugar). 
In these instances the defect 
is 
really 
in 
the 
islets 
of 
Langerhan’s of the pancreas, 
the place where 
insulin is 
produced. Normally when the 
amount of sugar (glucose) in 
your small intestine rises after 
eating sweets the islets release 
an increased amount of insulin. 
Your body literally releases 
whatever amount of insulin you 
need to control the level of vour 
blood sugar. 
When the islets are defective 
they may release insulin too 
late, long after the peak sugar 
load. The result is the extra 
insulin, released 
into 
the 
bloodstream after the blood 
glucose level has already 
started to fall. The extra insulin 
drives the level lower still and 
hypoglycemia develops. 
As the islets become more 
defective, they fail to produce 
enough insulin 
The defect 
literally 
progresses 
from 
producing too late 
to also 
producing too little. Then you 


have diabetes. 
T here a re many factors 
related to low blood sugar, 
some are endocrine and others 
are related to diet. A lot of 
people get that diagnosis who 
have other conditions, in­ 
cluding anxiety. 
It is common to put people 
with this condition on a high 
protein diet. I presume your 
doctor thinks you are also 
overweight and is restricting 
your calories for that purpose. 
In general, even for patients 
with low blood sugar, I prefer a 
well-balanced diet, with plenty 
of bulk and relatively low in fat. 
So you need to be careful where 
you get the protein, since some 
protein foods are loaded with 
fat. 
Dear Dr. Lamb — Do you 
think cancer can be cured when 
a person is in his or her 70s? 
Dear Reader — Of course. It 
depends not so much on age as 
the type of cancer and how far 
it has progressed. An early skin 
cancer, for example, can be 
removed with a complete cure. 
Cancer of the prostate can be 
controlled for years after it is 
first diagnosed. The success in 
control depends a lot on how- 
early it is diagnosed. 
The best aid you have to 
survival from cancer is finding 
the cancer early — before it has 
a chance to enlarge or spread 
That means regular checkups, 
particularly for those who are 
more likely to have cancer.

Ohio’s highest court. 
Prosecuting Atty. Joseph J. 
Baronzzi and Atty. J. David 
Buzzard, assistant prosecutor, 
argued the appeal filed by the 
prosecutor declaring a sub­ 
stantial constitutional question 
was involved. 
Atty. David Fais of Colum­ 
bus, appointed by Chief Justice 
C. William O’Neil to represent 
Milanvich, argued the case for 
the defendant. 
The East Palestine man is 
serv ing a 10-25 year term in the 
Southern Ohio C orrectional 
Facility at Lucasville for the 
1971 arm ed robbery at the home 
of Alberta Windle and Fred 
Lynn near Columbiana. 
According to the facts in the 
case, Milanovich pleaded in­ 
nocent in January, 1972, to an 
arm ed robbery indictment, but 
returned to court the following 
day with his court-appointed 
counsel, and in open court, 
signed a written change of plea, 
said no promises or threats had 
been made and asked for im­ 
mediate sentencing. No request 
or application for probation 
was made, the court said. 
On Feb. 29. 
1972, defense 
counsel filed a motion for shock 


probation for Milanovich and it 
was denied by Judge Buzzard 
on May 5, 1972. 
More than a year later, on 
May 30, 1973, Milanovich filed a 
motion for post conviction 
relief. After consideration of 
the record. Judge Buzzard 
determ ined no substantive 
grounds for relief and said the 
defendant was not entitled to a 
hearing. 
Milanovich then appealed to 
the appellate court, declaring 
he was entitled to be present 
and declaring his attorney had 
misrepresented him and that 
his guilty plea had been induced 
by a promise of probation made 
outside the courtroom in the 
presence of w itnesses. He 
alleged he was entitled ta be 
present and to subpoena wit­ 
nesses to present evidence. 
The appellate court handed 
dowrn an opinion last Feb. 5, 
ordering the case remanded to 
Common Fleas Court for a 
proper evidentiary hearing. 
The state contended 
that 
Milanevich was only entitled to 
be present at a hearing on the 
issues, or, in other words, if 
Judge Buzzard had held sub­ 
stan tiv e grounds for relief 
existed. 
After the 
appellate court 
ruled. Baronzzi sought leave 
from the Supreme Court to 
appeal. In late June, 
the 
Supreme Court said it would 
hear the case on its merits, 
clearing the way 
for the 
presentation 
of 
the 
oral 
argum ents last week.

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Time to Revise PUCO Procedures 


It porbably would be difficult to whip up much 
public enthusasm for the proposal but we 
imagine Gov. Rhodes’ call for streamlining of 
Public Utilities of Ohio (PUCO) procedures will 
be applauded lustily by utility company officials. 
Rhodes said that the PUCO as it now operates 
is badly outmoded 
He points out that cases 
should be decided in 90 to 120 days rather than up 
to three years. He declared it no longer is 
feasible to have cases drag on for several years 
while utility construction costs quadruple. 
The governor also proposed that membership 
on the commission be raised from three to five 
members and that PUCO get out of the tran­ 
sportation business. He didn't indicate what 
agency he thought should administer the affairs 
of reil and bu^ lines and other carriers but 
somehow 
the 
Ohio 
Department 
of 
Tran­ 
sportation (ODOT) would sound like a logical 
place. 
THE REASON 
we observed that the public 
might not jum p with joy at the governor’s 
recommendation for PUCO changes is that the 
large majority of utility firm cases before the 
commission are requests for rate increases and 
many people insist their utdity bills already are 
too hagh 
However, like it or not, the public does have a 
heavy stake in providing sufficient funds for 
utilities 
both for maintenance of present 
service and for expansion to meet the energy 
crisis. 
Utility companies seem to have few friends 
and possibly some of the criticism of them is 
deserved, yet operating them is one of the most 
difficult tasks in the entire realm of business 
endeavor 
On the one hand they are private enterprises 
and on the other they are not, since their 
allowable profits are set by law and they have to 
Gasohol' As Fuel? 


Gasoline and alcohol don’t mix — when the lat­ 
ter is inside the driver of an automobile 
Happily, gasoline and alcohol mix very well 
indeed when both are inside the fuel tank In fact, 
“gasohol” may be the best idea in sight for 
easing the nation through the motor-fuel part of 
the energy crisis until such time as technology 
comes up with better answers. 
Last year at the height of the Arab oil em bar­ 
go, two M assachusetts Institute of Technology 
scientists reported on their experiments using 
different methanol gasoline mixtures in unmodi­ 
fied private cars. They reported impressive in­ 
crease's in fuel economy and acceleration and 
decreases in carbon monoxide emissions. 
Methyl alcohol, or wood alcohol, is the poison­ 
ous variety of alcohol and can be distilled from 
almost any organic substance, including g ar­ 
bage Now the State of Nebraska is embarking 
on a two-million-mile test using ordinary ethyl 
alcohol, or ethanol (the kind we drin k ) as an auto 
fuel supplement.

'Low-test or high-test?' 


The test was originally authorized by the legis­ 
lature to utilize surplus grain for alcohol. There 
isn’t any surplus grain any more, so the state has 
purchased 14,000 gallons of potent 200-proof ethyl 
alcohol from the Georgia-Pacific Corp., which 
makes the pure alcohol from tree sugars in pujp 
mill waste as part of its environmental protec­ 
tion program. 
I he state has assigned 36 passenger cars and 
pick-up trucks to its Department of Roads for the 
test. The vehicles will use a blend of 10 per cent 
ethanol and 90 per cent gasoline, both leaded and 
unleaded. 
Based on the approximately 831 
millions 
gallons of gasoline consumed each year in Ne­ 
braska. such a blend could save some 83 million 
gallons of gasoline a year in that one state alone. 
Preliminary results of the test are expected to 
be published in a few months, but already

has 
received 
queries 
about

"gasohol” from six other states and from as far 
away as Australia and Italy.

WASHINGTON — President 
Ford has asked Congress to 
provide supplementary arm s 
».id for South Vietnam, and the 
word on Capitol Hill is that Con­ 
gress won’t agree. If that pessi­ 
mistic prediction is accurate, it 
is bad news not only for South 
Vietnam but for the whole of the 
free world as well. 
Mike Mansfield, Senate m a­ 
jority leader, expressed his own 
opposition a couple of weeks 
ago: 
"Additional aid means 
more killing, more fighting. 
This has got to stop sometime 
It is up to these people to settle 
their differences in their own 
way.” 
IT IS AN oversimplification, 
though not a gross one, to say 
that the agonizing conflict in 
Vietnam is at bottom a struggle 
between freedom and slavery. 
What Mansfield is saying is: 
Let the chance for freedom go. 
The Senator is tired. Let it go. 
This is a failure of will, the 
most melancholy of all failures 
We are not asked to send men. 
We are asked to provide money 
only — money in the form of 
a rm s , am m u n itio n , aviation 
fuel. We are asked only to pro­ 
vide the people of South Viet­ 
nam with the means for fight­ 
ing back. Observers in Saigcn 
agree that if such aid is not 
forthcoming — if it is not forth­ 


coming now\ w ithin the next six 
weeks —- the Communist inva­ 
sion will succeed. But the Sena­ 
tor is tired. He finds "m ore 
fighting” abhorrent. 
There is no such failure of 
w ill on the Communist side. In 
the two years since the Paris 
agreem ent was signed, Moscow 
and Peking 
have 
redoubled 
their aid to Hanoi. The North 
Vietnamese, in contemptuous 
violation of the truce, have in­ 
filtrated the South with 170,000 
troops. The Communist forces 
are arm ed with new artillery, 
rockets, and antiaircraft w eap­ 
ons The Communists are not 
tired.

Dear Readers— Even though 
we can now drive up to a gas 
station and say “Fill it u p ” the 
need to conserve gasoline is a 
fact of today’s life. We so easily 
forget and sometim es do not 
really know what to do to save 
fuel as w e drive along our 
merry way. 


A 
few 
pointers 
from 
the 
F e d e ra l Supply S ervice of 
G.S.A. might help us average 
drivers. We are asked, first, to 
reduce speed (some of us seem 
to have slipped a bit 011 this). 
G as consum ption g en erally 
increases when driving over 50 
miles an hour. When waiting for 
someone do not idle the engine 
for more than a minute. Turn it 
off as less gas is required to 
restart the motor than to let it 
idle. I am one of those who had 
the 
m istaken 
idea 
that 
restarting the motor required 
more gas. 


After buying a full tank of gas 
have you sometimes noticed 
gasoline running down the side 
of the car? Buy slightly less 
than a lull tank to allow for fuel 
expansion and save that over 
flow. 


Check pressure of the tires at 
least once a month. Tires that 
are too low put a drag on the 
motor and more gasoline is 
used. Keep your engine tuned. 
Consult the owner’s manual for 
your particular car to check all 
important points that should 
have attention. 
How many trips made in your

car are really nessary? Car 
pools 
for 
business, 
grocery 
shopping, party-going, etc. will 
help eut excess mileage. In a 
two-car family do the most 
driving in the car that uses the 
least gas. 
Some of the little things that 
count and may be eye openers 
to some of us are. for instance, 
a car whose trunk is loaded 
with chains, tires, tools and so 
on uses more gas than does one 
with a lighter load. Operate the 
air conditioning only when 
really 
needed 
hut do 
not 
disconnect it. It should be run a 
while at least once a week to 
keep it in good working order. 
Drive over routes that have 
fewer stop 
lights and 
plan 
ahead for them. Drive with as 
few starts and stops as possible. 
F ast getaways and frequent 
lane changes cause engines to 
burn more gas. Your little bit 
and 
my little bit of saved 
gasoline will add up to a lot of 
those needed barrels of fuel.

Ho me Aid

C O LU M BU S, Ohio (A P ) - 
Gov. Jam es A.Rhodes is being 
asked to consider Ohio’s finan­ 
cially-troubled nursing homes 
as he prepares new state reve­ 
nue bond proposals. 
Sen. Douglas Applegate, D-30 
Steubenville, 
said 
Monday 
night he hopes to convince the 
governor that many of the 
suite’s more than 1,000 homes 
are on the brink of shutting 
down, and should be helped by 
the state. 
Applegate is sponsoring a bill 
that would grant the homes a 
one-year moratorium on meet­ 
ing the state's requirement for 
automatic sprinkler systems. 
They were supposed to have 
sprinklers installed Jan. 1, but 
from 500 to 600 still don’t have 
the funds to comply, Applegate 
said. 
His bill 
received its first 
hearing Monday night in the 
Senate Health and Retirement 
Committee, and had nursing 
home operators and 
county 
commissioners among its sup­ 
porters. 
The committee postponed de­ 
liberations until Feb. 18. the 
first regular legislative day fol­ 
lowing a mid-winter recess the 
lawmakers plan to begin later 
this week. 
Meanwhile. Applegate noted 
that Rhodes is considering rev­ 
enue bond financing for other 
types of improvements in urban 
areas, and indicated nursing 
homes should be considered 
along with them. Such bonds 
apparently would be self-retir­ 
ing, paid off with proceeds de­ 
rived from the use of the facil­ 
ities. 
He reiterated his warning 
that unless 
the 
homes 
are 
helped, many elderly patients 
will “ be turned out into the 
streets.” 
Aside from the state sprink­ 
ler requirements, the senator 
said, many homes face com 
pliance in 1070 with strong new 
federal requirements dealing 
With such things as the length 
and width of doors, hallways, 
and other similar standards, 
and can’t afford them either.

'Alwa y s Tell 
The Truth7 


H U N TIN G TO N ,

(A P )—Standing behind a circle 
of Marshall University security 
police, John Dean III advised a 
pre domina ntly 
s tude nt 
audience Monday night to 
“ pursue your ambitions but 
keep your heads and always tell 
the truth.” 
He spoke from a podium well 
protected by security officers 
with softly squawking walkie 
talkies. 
But the precautions 
vvere unnecessary. 
The celebrated W atergate 
witness quickly won over his 
audience. He got a 15-second 
ovation when he arrived, and a 
big laugh seconds later when he 
fingered a dead microphone 
and quipped, “ I notice the mi­ 
crophones at the Oval Office 
never failed to pick me up.” 
Some 5,000 persons turned out 
for the third stop on a nineweek, 
$175,000 speaking tour. Dean 
appeared earlier in the day 
before a crowd of 6.000 at Old 
Dominion University at Nor­ 
folk, Va. 
Several students asked him 
about accepting speaking fees 
and he addressed himself to the 
subject immediately. 
“ I ’m not here because crime 
pays,” he said. “ Exactly to the 
contrary.” 
Introduced as “ a figure ot 
historical and educational val­ 
ue,” Dean received $3,000 lor 
his yo-minute appearance. He 
drew jeers only once, when In* 
said lie couldn’t see putting a 
former US.president in prison. 
At Norfolk earlier in the day. 
Dean said he might end his 
speaking tour if his college au­ 
dience 
made 
it 
clear 
they 
thought he shouldn’t accept 
large fees for speaking on their 
campuses. At Marshall, he said 
he liad decided to continue. 
“ I ’ve been encouraged by my 
reception,” he said. 
“ I ’m here to speak to you 
students, not to newsmen. 
Maybe we can continue and re 
solve amrtng ourselves some ot 
the 
lingering 
W atergate 
issues.” 
He said the tour would be 
grueling and filled vc ith difficult 
and embarrassing questions, 
but it also would allow him to 
see wliat’s on the minds of his 
audiences. He said the tour 
would help him when he sat 
down to write his book a few 
weeks from now. 
He said he had learned some 
things in prison “ they don’t 
teach you in law school,” and 
added that prison had opened 
his eyes to the inequities in this 
country’s criminal justice sys­ 
tem. 
Dean spoke from notes lor 
about 20 minutes and then field­ 
ed questions the rest ol the* 
time. He said his tenure* in the 
Nixon administration was filled 
with constant tests ol his moral 
code. 
“ I passed the first test and 
then another and another,” he 
said. “ Each time I had to com 
promise a little more ...it was a 
case of loo much ambition, ” 
Asked several times why he 
would participate in such a cor­

Dean 
finally said. “ I didn't care who 
was president. I was ambitious. 
He wanted me to be his counsel 
and, by God, it sounded good to 
me.

W ASHINGTON (A P ) — The 
Ford administration is seeking 
less money for soil and water 
conservation at a time when 
farmers have put millions of 
acres back into crop produc­ 
tion, thus raising the potential 
for dust bowl problems in many 
parts of the Great Plains, ac­ 
cording to surveys by the Agri­ 
culture Department. 
As of Dec. 31. the U.S. Soil 
Conserv ation Service said Mon­ 
day, nearly 6.7 million acres in 
10 plains states were “ in condi­ 
tion to blow” if wind and other 
conditions are just right. 
The survey, the first of a 
series by the agency, dealt with 
295 counties in the Great Plains 
area where w ind erosion histor­ 
ically has been a problem. Offi­ 
cials said the acreage in poten­ 
tial danger of blowing as of 
Dec. 31 was up only slightly 
from a year earlier. 
However, during the past two 
or three years — as federal re­ 
strictions 
on crop 
plantings 
were relaxed — the year-end 
acreage reported in condition to 
blow has increased about 75 per 
cent, 
according 
to 
U SD A 
records. 
In President Ford's budget 
proposals Monday, a number of 
sharp cuts were included for 


and conservation. One of the 
biggest involves plans by the 
administration to terminate the 
longstanding Agricultural Con 
servation Program which has 
provided federal assistance to 
farmers for carrying out ap­ 
proved soil and water projects 
since the mid-1930s 
The ACP operation was halt 
ed by the administration lor 
1975. with plans to return $156.3 
million to the Treasury from 
$190 
million appropriated by 
Congress for this year’s pro­ 
gram . Furth er, the budget 
showed, no funds for the pro­ 
gram will be sought for the new 
fiscal year which begins Ju ly 1. 
Further, the new budget calls
